By taking into account the 
grants made under the Mar- 
shall Aid, Britain last year 
had £35 million more in-gol 
and dollar reserves than in 
1947. Total reserves at the 
end of 1948 amounted to 
£457 million. This was 
£55 million less than, at the 

tend of 1947.’ But as they did 
not include about £90 ‘mil- 
lion to be reimbursed by the 
U.S.A. as part of the Mar- 
shall Aid to Britain in 1948, 
the total, therefore, was real- 
ly about £547~ million, or 
some £35 million increase in 


12 months. 


But the position is not as 
simple as that. First, these 
reserves do not really belong 
to Britain alone. Britain is 
a banker of the Sterling area

Beyond that in Western Europe 
the Allied armies twice battered 
thelr way through fortifications 
that had ‘been designed with the 
greatest tactical ‘and engineering 
skill.
